Rennet!, Aug 22 - The second day of 
the third week of the second trial by 
courtm artial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus 
on the charge of treason began at ti lid 
o'clock this morning. 
At. Labori was present, he drove to 
the court in a carriage and when tis 
entered the hall the audience i reeled 
him by standing up and a general clap­ 
ping of hands. 
Maitre Labori walked quite briskly, 
but bolding his left arm close to his 
side in order not to disturb his wound 
He met General Harder and General 
Billot in the middle of the courtroom, 
stopped, chatted and smiled. M. Labori 
looked very well. 
He was given a cush­ 
ioned arm chair. 
Labori was w-arin^y congratulated bf 
his friends. 
Captain Dreyfus on enter 
lug sm ilingly shook hands w ith Labori. 
Colonel 
.Touaust addressed 
a few 
words of congratulation to Labori and 
expressed the profound indignation oi 
the tribunal at the attem pt to assassin­ 
ate the counsel. 
Labori was much 
moved, and thanked Colonel Jouaust ii 
an eloquent speech. 
The first witness was 
AI. Grenier, 
form er prefect of Belfort. His testimony 
was favorable to Dreyfus and distinctly 
hostile to Esterhazy. 
M ajor Boltin of the intelligence de*1 
pertinent was asked by Al. Labori dur j 
ing the course of the form er’s testimony 
as to certain documents of later data 
th a t came into General M ercier’s pos 
session. 
Robin said it w as not his bual 
ness to explain, but the counsel insisted 
upon asking whose business it was. 
Finally, Al. Labori asked Colonel Jou 
must to request General M ender to ex 
plain. 
The general rose and said hi 
declined to answer. 
AI. Labori insisted, 
but M ender still refused to answer am. 
M ajor Carriere, of the governm ent com 
missary, supported him on the ground 
the exam ination entered upon a m attei 
which ought not, in the interest of tht 
country, be discussed 
publicly. 
AI. 
Labori then declared in a loud voice, 
th at he would reserve to himself the 
rig h t to take necessary measures to ob­ 
tain the desired information. 
Tho next point made by Dreyfus was 
In reply to M ajor Robin. 
The latter re 
m arked th at all the prisoner’s paperi 
were seized when 
his 
rooms 
wert 
searched in 1894 and Colonel Jouaust 
said th a t certain papers from his tex! 
book, the school of war, was found to be 
missing. 
To this the prisoner retorted. 
“Not iii 1894 my colonel." 
This caused 
some sensation, as it was obvious that 
the interpretation was th at pages wert 
torn out at the w ar office and then thi 
fact used against him as insinuation lit 
com m unicated the missing pages to for 
sign agents. 
A porter of the w ar office, named Fer­ 
ret, next testified as seeing Dreyfus pry­ 
ing into the other offices during theii 
absence, and the prisoner replied ex­ 
citedly th a t F errot’s statem ents wert 
concoctions by the form er m inister ol 
war, which caused a sensation. 
Then, 
in a cooler manner, the prisoner made e 
statem ent explaining the difficulties in 
the way of a civilian, such as Ferrot, 
entering the offices of the general staff 
G eneral Gonze thereupon produced 
two letters to the effect th at the writers, 
both of whom were civilians, obtainer 
easy adm ittance to the offices. 
Dreyfus retorted th at regulations wert 
very strict in this respect and therefor! 
some persons were guilty of gross breach 
of discipline, and AI. Demange scored 
by adding if the entry to these office! 
were easy, 
why was it th a t anybody 
could not procure the inform ation that 
Dreyfus was alleged to have obtained sc 
surreptitiously? 
The 
next witness was Lieutenant 
Colonel Herrin and showed himself ta 
be a most virulent enemy to the prison 
sr. 
He evidently learned bis testimony 
by heart and declaimed in strident, ag 
gressive tones which grated upon thi 
ears of the audience. 
Some cf his re 
marks, particularly bis declaration thai 
he was convinced cf D reyfus’ guilt by 
M. B ertilIon’s char t aud the introduc­ 
tion of E sterhazy’s statem ents as evi 
deuce against Dreyfus elicited genera 
■miles in court.
